A BILL

FOR AN ACT relating to motor vehicles; to amend sections1

18-1736, 18-1737, 60-501, 60-1903, 60-1908, and2

81-2005, Reissue Revised Statutes of Nebraska, and3

sections 60-163, 60-180, 60-308, 60-366, 60-373,4

60-376, 60-378, 60-380, 60-383, 60-392, 60-395, 60-396,5

60-397, 60-398, 60-399, 60-3,100, 60-3,101, 60-3,102,6

60-3,105, 60-3,106, 60-3,107, 60-3,108, 60-3,109,7

Be it enacted by the people of the State of Nebraska,6
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Section 1. Section 18-1736, Reissue Revised Statutes of1

Nebraska, is amended to read:2

18-1736 (1) A city or village may designate parking3

spaces, including access aisles, for the exclusive use of (a)4

handicapped or disabled persons whose motor vehicles display5

the distinguishing license plates plate issued to a handicapped6

or disabled persons person pursuant to section 60-3,113, (b)7

handicapped or disabled persons whose motor vehicles display a8

distinguishing license plate issued to a handicapped or disabled9

person by another state, (c) such other handicapped or disabled10

persons or temporarily handicapped or disabled persons, as11

certified by the city or village, whose motor vehicles display12

the permit specified in section 18-1739, and (d) such other motor13

vehicles, as certified by the city or village, which display the14

permit specified in section 18-1739. All such permits shall be15

displayed by hanging the permit from the motor vehicle’s rearview16

mirror so as to be clearly visible through the front windshield.17

The permit shall be displayed on the dashboard only when there is18

no rearview mirror.19

(2) If a city or village so designates a parking space20

or access aisle, it shall be indicated by posting aboveground and21

immediately adjacent to and visible from each space or access aisle22

a sign as described in section 18-1737. In addition to such sign,23

the space or access aisle may also be indicated by blue paint on24

the curb or edge of the paved portion of the street adjacent to the25

space or access aisle.1

(3) For purposes of sections 18-1736 to 18-1742, access2

aisle means a space adjacent to a handicapped parking space3

or passenger loading zone which is constructed and designed in4

compliance with the federal Americans with Disabilities Act of 19905

and the federal rules and regulations adopted and promulgated in6

response to the act, as the act and the rules and regulations7

existed on May 31, 2001.8

Sec. 2. Section 18-1737, Reissue Revised Statutes of9

Nebraska, is amended to read:10

18-1737 (1) Any city or village, any state agency, and11

any person in lawful possession of any offstreet parking facility12

may designate stalls or spaces, including access aisles, in such13

facility owned or operated by the city, village, state agency, or14

person for the exclusive use of handicapped or disabled persons15

whose motor vehicles display the distinguishing license plates16

plate issued to such individuals pursuant to section 60-3,113, such17

other handicapped or disabled persons or temporarily handicapped or18

disabled persons, as certified by the city or village, whose motor19

vehicles display the permit specified in section 18-1739, and such20

other motor vehicles, as certified by the city or village, which21

display such permit. Such designation shall be made by posting22

aboveground and immediately adjacent to and visible from each stall23

or space, including access aisles, a sign which is in conformance24

with the Manual on Uniform Traffic Control Devices adopted pursuant25
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to section 60-6,118 and the federal Americans with Disabilities1

Act of 1990 and the federal rules and regulations adopted and2

promulgated in response to the act, as the act and the rules and3

regulations existed on May 31, 2001.4

(2) The owner or person in lawful possession of an5

offstreet parking facility, after notifying the police or sheriff’s6

department, as the case may be, and any city, village, or7

state agency providing onstreet parking or owning, operating, or8

providing an offstreet parking facility may cause the removal, from9

a stall or space, including access aisles, designated exclusively10

for handicapped or disabled persons or temporarily handicapped11

or disabled persons or motor vehicles for the transportation of12

handicapped or disabled persons or temporarily handicapped or13

disabled persons, of any vehicle not displaying the proper permit14

or the distinguishing license plates plate specified in this15

section if there is posted aboveground and immediately adjacent to16

and visible from such stall or space, including access aisles, a17

sign which clearly and conspicuously states the area so designated18

as a tow-in zone.19

(3) A person who parks a vehicle in any onstreet parking20

space or access aisle which has been designated exclusively for21

handicapped or disabled persons or temporarily handicapped or22

disabled persons or motor vehicles for the transportation of23

handicapped or disabled persons or temporarily handicapped or24

disabled persons, or in any so exclusively designated parking space25

or access aisle in any offstreet parking facility, without properly1

displaying the proper permit or when the handicapped or disabled2

person to whom or for whom, as the case may be, the license plate3

or permit is issued will not enter or exit the vehicle while it is4

parked in the designated space or access aisle shall be guilty of5

a handicapped parking infraction as defined in section 18-1741.016

and shall be subject to the penalties and procedures set forth in7

sections 18-1741.01 to 18-1741.07. The display on a motor vehicle8

of a distinguishing license plate or permit issued to a handicapped9

or disabled person by and under the duly constituted authority of10

another state shall constitute a full and complete defense in any11

action for a handicapped parking infraction as defined in section12

18-1741.01. If the identity of the person who parked the vehicle in13

violation of this section cannot be readily determined, the owner14

or person in whose name the vehicle is registered shall be held15

prima facie responsible for such violation and shall be guilty and16

subject to the penalties and procedures described in this section.17

In the case of a privately owned offstreet parking facility, a18

city or village shall not require the owner or person in lawful19

possession of such facility to inform the city or village of a20

violation of this section prior to the city or village issuing the21

violator a handicapped parking infraction citation.22

(4) For purposes of this section and section 18-1741.01,23

state agency means any division, department, board, bureau,24

commission, or agency of the State of Nebraska created by the25
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Constitution of Nebraska or established by act of the Legislature,1

including the University of Nebraska and the Nebraska state2

colleges, when the entity owns, leases, controls, or manages3

property which includes offstreet parking facilities.4

Sec. 3. Section 60-163, Revised Statutes Cumulative5

Supplement, 2008, is amended to read:6

60-163 (1) The department shall check with its records7

all duplicate certificates of title received from a county clerk8

or designated county official. If it appears that a certificate9

of title has been improperly issued, the department shall cancel10

the same. Upon cancellation of any certificate of title, the11

department shall notify the county clerk or designated county12

official who issued the same, and such county clerk or designated13

county official shall thereupon enter the cancellation upon his14

or her records. The department shall also notify the person15

to whom such certificate of title was issued, as well as any16

lienholders appearing thereon, of the cancellation and shall demand17

the surrender of such certificate of title, but the cancellation18

shall not affect the validity of any lien noted thereon. The19

holder of such certificate of title shall return the same to the20

department forthwith.21

(2) If a certificate of registration has been issued to22

the holder of a certificate of title so canceled, the department23

shall immediately cancel the same and demand the return of such24

certificate of registration and license plates or tags, plate or25
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tag, and the holder of such certificate of registration and license1

plates or tags plate or tag shall return the same to the department2

forthwith.3

Sec. 4. Section 60-180, Revised Statutes Cumulative4

Supplement, 2008, is amended to read:5

60-180 (1) A person who operates in this state a vehicle6

for which a certificate of title is required without having such7

certificate in accordance with the Motor Vehicle Certificate of8

Title Act or upon which the certificate of title has been canceled9

is guilty of a Class III misdemeanor.10

(2) A person who is a dealer or acting on behalf of a11

dealer and who acquires, purchases, holds, or displays for sale a12

new vehicle without having obtained a manufacturer’s or importer’s13

certificate or a certificate of title therefor as provided for in14

the Motor Vehicle Certificate of Title Act is guilty of a Class III15

misdemeanor.16

(3) A person who fails to surrender any certificate of17

title or any certificate of registration or license plates or tags18

plate or tag upon cancellation of the same by the department and19

notice thereof as prescribed in the Motor Vehicle Certificate of20

Title Act is guilty of a Class III misdemeanor.21

(4) A person who fails to surrender the certificate of22

title to the county clerk or designated county official as provided23

in section 60-169 in case of the destruction or dismantling or24

change of a vehicle in such respect that it is not the vehicle25
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described in the certificate of title is guilty of a Class III1

misdemeanor.2

(5) A person who purports to sell or transfer a vehicle3

without delivering to the purchaser or transferee thereof a4

certificate of title or a manufacturer’s or importer’s certificate5

thereto duly assigned to such purchaser as provided in the6

Motor Vehicle Certificate of Title Act is guilty of a Class7

III misdemeanor.8

(6) A person who knowingly alters or defaces a9

certificate of title or manufacturer’s or importer’s certificate is10

guilty of a Class III misdemeanor.11

(7) Except as otherwise provided in section 60-179, a12

person who violates any of the other provisions of the Motor13

Vehicle Certificate of Title Act or any rules or regulations14

adopted and promulgated pursuant to the act is guilty of a Class15

III misdemeanor.16

Sec. 5. Section 60-308, Revised Statutes Cumulative17

Supplement, 2008, is amended to read:18

60-308 (1) Apportionable vehicle means any motor vehicle19

or trailer used or intended for use in two or more member20

jurisdictions that allocate or proportionally register motor21

vehicles or trailers and used for the transportation of persons22

for hire or designed, used, or maintained primarily for the23

transportation of property.24

(2) Apportionable vehicle does not include any25

recreational vehicle, motor vehicle displaying restricted plates,1

a restricted plate, city pickup and delivery vehicle, bus used in2

the transportation of chartered parties, or government-owned motor3

vehicle.4

(3) An apportionable vehicle that is a power unit shall5

(a) have two axles and a gross vehicle weight or registered6

gross vehicle weight in excess of twenty-six thousand pounds or7

eleven thousand seven hundred ninety-three and four hundred one8

thousandths kilograms, (b) have three or more axles, regardless9

of weight, or (c) be used in combination when the weight of such10

combination exceeds twenty-six thousand pounds or eleven thousand11

seven hundred ninety-three and four hundred one thousandths12

kilograms gross vehicle weight. Vehicles or combinations of13

vehicles having a gross vehicle weight of twenty-six thousand14

pounds or eleven thousand seven hundred ninety-three and four15

hundred one thousandths kilograms or less and two-axle vehicles16

and buses used in the transportation of chartered parties may be17

proportionally registered at the option of the registrant.18

Sec. 6. Section 60-366, Revised Statutes Cumulative19

Supplement, 2008, is amended to read:20

60-366 (1) Any nonresident owner who desires to register21

a motor vehicle or trailer in this state shall register in the22

county where the motor vehicle or trailer is domiciled or where the23

owner conducts a bona fide business.24

(2) A nonresident owner, except as provided in subsection25
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(3) of this section, owning any motor vehicle or trailer which1

has been properly registered in the state, country, or other2

place of which the owner is a resident, and which at all times,3

when operated or towed in this state, has displayed upon it the4

license plate or plates issued for such motor vehicle or trailer5

in the place of residence of such owner, may operate or permit the6

operation or tow or permit the towing of such motor vehicle or7

trailer within the state without registering such motor vehicle or8

trailer or paying any fees to this state.9

(3) Any nonresident owner gainfully employed or present10

in this state, operating a motor vehicle or towing a trailer in11

this state, shall register such motor vehicle or trailer in the12

same manner as a Nebraska resident, after thirty days of continuous13

employment or presence in this state, unless the state of his14

or her legal residence grants immunity from such requirements15

to residents of this state operating a motor vehicle or towing16

a trailer in that state. Any nonresident owner who operates a17

motor vehicle or tows a trailer in this state for thirty or more18

continuous days shall register such motor vehicle or trailer in the19

same manner as a Nebraska resident unless the state of his or her20

legal residence grants immunity from such requirements to residents21

of this state operating a motor vehicle or towing a trailer in that22

state.23

Sec. 7. Section 60-373, Revised Statutes Cumulative24

Supplement, 2008, is amended to read:25
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60-373 (1) Each licensed motor vehicle dealer or trailer1

dealer as defined in section 60-1401.02 doing business in this2

state, in lieu of registering each motor vehicle or trailer which3

such dealer owns of a type otherwise required to be registered, or4

any full-time or part-time employee or agent of such dealer may,5

if the motor vehicle or trailer displays a dealer number plates:6

plate:7

(a) Operate or tow the motor vehicle or trailer upon8

the highways of this state solely for purposes of transporting,9

testing, demonstrating, or use in the ordinary course and conduct10

of business as a motor vehicle or trailer dealer. Such use may11

include personal or private use by the dealer and personal or12

private use by any bona fide employee licensed pursuant to Chapter13

60, article 14, if the employee can be verified by payroll records14

maintained at the dealership as ordinarily working more than thirty15

hours per week or fifteen hundred hours per year at the dealership;16

(b) Operate or tow the motor vehicle or trailer upon the17

highways of this state for transporting industrial equipment held18

by the licensee for purposes of demonstration, sale, rental, or19

delivery; or20

(c) Sell the motor vehicle or trailer.21

(2) Each licensed manufacturer as defined in section22

60-1401.02 which actually manufactures or assembles motor vehicles23

or trailers within this state, in lieu of registering each motor24

vehicle or trailer which such manufacturer owns of a type otherwise25
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required to be registered, or any employee of such manufacturer may1

operate or tow the motor vehicle or trailer upon the highways2

of this state solely for purposes of transporting, testing,3

demonstrating to prospective customers, or use in the ordinary4

course and conduct of business as a motor vehicle or trailer5

manufacturer, upon the condition that any such motor vehicle6

or trailer display thereon, in the manner prescribed in section7

60-3,100, a dealer number plates plate as provided for in section8

60-3,114.9

(3) In no event shall such plates be used on motor10

vehicles or trailers hauling other than automotive or trailer11

equipment, complete motor vehicles, or trailers which are inventory12

of such licensed dealer or manufacturer unless there is issued by13

the department a special permit specifying the hauling of other14

products. This section shall not be construed to allow a dealer15

to operate a motor vehicle or trailer with a dealer number plates16

plate for the delivery of parts inventory. A dealer may use such17

motor vehicle or trailer to pick up parts to be used for the motor18

vehicle or trailer inventory of the dealer.19

Sec. 8. Section 60-376, Revised Statutes Cumulative20

Supplement, 2008, is amended to read:21

60-376 Subject to all the provisions of law relating to22

motor vehicles and trailers not inconsistent with this section, any23

motor vehicle dealer or trailer dealer who is regularly engaged24

within this state in the business of buying and selling motor25
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vehicles and trailers, who regularly maintains within this state an1

established place of business, and who desires to effect delivery2

of any motor vehicle or trailer bought or sold by him or her from3

the point where purchased or sold to points within or outside this4

state may, solely for the purpose of such delivery by himself or5

herself, his or her agent, or a bona fide purchaser, operate such6

motor vehicle or tow such trailer on the highways of this state7

without charge or registration of such motor vehicle or trailer.8

A sticker shall be displayed on the front and rear windows rear9

window or the rear side windows window of such motor vehicle,10

except a motorcycle, and displayed on the front and rear of each11

such trailer. On the sticker shall be plainly printed in black12

letters the words In Transit. One In Transit sticker shall be13

displayed on a motorcycle, which sticker may be one-half the size14

required for other motor vehicles. Such stickers sticker shall15

include a registration number, which registration number shall be16

different for each sticker or pair of stickers issued, and the17

contents of such sticker and the numbering system shall be as18

prescribed by the department. Each dealer issuing such stickers a19

sticker shall keep a record of the registration number of each20

sticker or pair of stickers on the invoice of such sale. Such21

sticker shall allow such owner to operate the motor vehicle or22

tow such trailer for a period of thirty days in order to effect23

proper registration of the new or used motor vehicle or trailer.24

When any person, firm, or corporation has had a motor vehicle or25
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trailer previously registered and a license plates plate assigned1

to such person, firm, or corporation, such owner may operate the2

motor vehicle or tow such trailer for a period of thirty days in3

order to effect transfer of plates the plate to the new or used4

motor vehicle or trailer. Upon demand of proper authorities, there5

shall be presented by the person in charge of such motor vehicle6

or trailer, for examination, a duly executed bill of sale therefor7

or other satisfactory evidence of the right of possession by such8

person of such motor vehicle or trailer.9

Sec. 9. Section 60-378, Revised Statutes Cumulative10

Supplement, 2008, is amended to read:11

60-378 (1) Any transporter doing business in this state12

may, in lieu of registering each motor vehicle or trailer which13

such transporter is transporting, upon payment of a fee of ten14

dollars, apply to the department for a transporter’s certificate15

and one transporter license plate. Additional pairs of transporter16

certificates and transporter license plates may be procured for a17

fee of ten dollars each. Transporter license plates A transporter18

license plate shall be displayed (a) upon the motor vehicle19

or trailer being transported or (b) upon a properly registered20

truck or truck-tractor which is a work or service vehicle in the21

process of towing a trailer which is itself being delivered by the22

transporter, and such registered truck or truck-tractor shall also23

display a transporter plate upon the front thereof. The applicant24

for a transporter plate shall keep for six years a record of each25
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motor vehicle or trailer transported by him or her under this1

section, and such record shall be available to the department for2

inspection. Each applicant shall file with the department proof of3

his or her status as a bona fide transporter.4

(2) Transporter license plates may be the same size as5

license plates issued for motorcycles, shall bear thereon a mark6

to distinguish them as transporter plates, and shall be serially7

numbered so as to distinguish them from each other. Such a license8

plates plate may only be displayed upon the front of a driven9

motor vehicle of a lawful combination or upon the front of a motor10

vehicle driven singly or upon the rear of a trailer being towed.11

Sec. 10. Section 60-380, Revised Statutes Cumulative12

Supplement, 2008, is amended to read:13

60-380 Any motor vehicle or trailer owned by a dealer14

licensed under Chapter 60, article 14, and bearing other than a15

dealer license plates plate shall be conclusively presumed not to16

be a part of the dealer’s inventory and not for demonstration or17

sale and therefor not eligible for any exemption from taxes or fees18

applicable to a motor vehicles or trailers vehicle or trailer with19

a dealer license plates. plate.20

Sec. 11. Section 60-383, Revised Statutes Cumulative21

Supplement, 2008, is amended to read:22

60-383 (1) A film vehicle, subject to approval by23

the Department of Economic Development, may be registered upon24

application to the Department of Motor Vehicles. The Department of25
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Motor Vehicles may provide a distinctive license plates plate for1

such film vehicles. vehicle. Such license plates plate shall be the2

same size and of the same basic design as a regular license plates3

plate issued pursuant to section 60-3,100.4

(2) The registration for film vehicles shall be issued5

only with the payment of the fees required by section 60-3,102 and6

this section. The registration shall be valid for six months from7

the date of issuance and may be renewed for a period not to exceed8

three months upon payment of the renewal fee specified in this9

section.10

(3) The six-month registration fee for a film vehicle11

shall be fifty dollars for a film vehicle with a gross vehicle12

weight of sixteen thousand pounds or less and one hundred fifty13

dollars for a film vehicle with a gross vehicle weight of more14

than sixteen thousand pounds. The three-month renewal fee shall15

be twenty-five dollars. All fees collected by the Department of16

Motor Vehicles under this section shall be remitted to the State17

Treasurer for credit to the Highway Trust Fund.18

Sec. 12. Section 60-392, Revised Statutes Cumulative19

Supplement, 2008, is amended to read:20

60-392 (1) Registration may be renewed annually in a21

manner designated by the department and upon payment of the22

same fee as provided for the original registration. On making23

an application for renewal, the registration certificate for24

the preceding registration period or renewal notice or other25
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evidence designated by the department shall be presented with the1

application. A person may renew his or her annual registration up2

to thirty days prior to the date of expiration.3

(2) The certificate of registration and license plates4

plate issued by the department shall be valid during the5

registration period for which they are issued, and when a6

validation decals decal issued pursuant to section 60-3,101 have7

has been affixed to the license plates, plate, the plates plate8

shall also be valid for the registration period designated by such9

validation decals. decal. If a person renews his or her annual10

registration up to thirty days prior to the date of expiration, the11

registration shall be valid for such time period as well.12

(3) The registration period for motor vehicles and13

trailers required to be registered as provided in section 60-36214

shall expire on the first day of the month one year from the month15

of issuance, and renewal shall become due on such day and shall16

become delinquent on the first day of the following month.17

(4) Subsections (1) through (3) of this section do18

not apply to dealer’s license plates, repossession plates, and19

transporter plates as provided in sections 60-373, 60-375, 60-378,20

and 60-379, which plates shall be issued for a calendar year.21

(5) The registration period for apportioned vehicles as22

provided in section 60-3,198 shall expire December 31 of each year23

and shall become delinquent February 1 of the following year.24

Sec. 13. Section 60-395, Revised Statutes Cumulative25
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Supplement, 2008, is amended to read:1

60-395 (1) Except as otherwise provided in subsection (2)2

of this section and sections 60-3,121, 60-3,122.02, and 60-3,128,3

the registration shall expire and the registered owner or lessee4

may, by returning the registration certificate, the license plates,5

plate, and, when appropriate, the validation decals decal and by6

either making application on a form prescribed by the department7

to the county treasurer or designated county official of the8

occurrence of an event described in subdivisions (a) through (e) of9

this subsection or, in the case of a change in situs, displaying to10

the county treasurer or designated county official the registration11

certificate of such other state as evidence of a change in situs,12

receive a refund of that part of the unused fees and taxes on13

motor vehicles or trailers based on the number of unexpired months14

remaining in the registration period from the date of any of the15

following events:16

(a) Upon transfer of ownership of any motor vehicle or17

trailer;18

(b) In case of loss of possession because of fire, theft,19

dismantlement, or junking;20

(c) When a salvage branded certificate of title is21

issued;22

(d) Whenever a type or class of motor vehicle or trailer23

previously registered is subsequently declared by legislative act24

or court decision to be illegal or ineligible to be operated or25
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towed on the public roads and no longer subject to registration1

fees, the motor vehicle tax imposed in section 60-3,185, and the2

motor vehicle fee imposed in section 60-3,190;3

(e) Upon a trade-in or surrender of a motor vehicle under4

a lease; or5

(f) In case of a change in the situs of a motor vehicle6

or trailer to a location outside of this state.7

(2) If the date of the event falls within the same8

calendar month in which the motor vehicle or trailer is acquired,9

no refund shall be allowed for such month.10

(3) If the transferor or lessee acquires another motor11

vehicle at the time of the transfer, trade-in, or surrender, the12

transferor or lessee shall have the credit provided for in this13

section applied toward payment of the motor vehicle fees and taxes14

then owing. Otherwise, the transferor or lessee shall file a claim15

for refund with the county treasurer or designated county official16

upon an application form prescribed by the department.17

(4) The registered owner or lessee shall make a claim for18

refund or credit of the fees and taxes for the unexpired months19

in the registration period within sixty days after the date of the20

event or shall be deemed to have forfeited his or her right to such21

refund or credit.22

(5) For purposes of this section, the date of the event23

shall be: (a) In the case of a transfer or loss, the date of24

the transfer or loss; (b) in the case of a change in the situs,25
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the date of registration in another state; (c) in the case of1

a trade-in or surrender under a lease, the date of trade-in or2

surrender; (d) in the case of a legislative act, the effective date3

of the act; and (e) in the case of a court decision, the date the4

decision is rendered.5

(6) Application for registration or for reassignment of6

a license plates plate and, when appropriate, a validation decals7

decal to another motor vehicle or trailer shall be made within8

thirty days of the date of purchase.9

(7) The county treasurer or designated county official10

shall refund the motor vehicle fee and registration fee from11

the fees which have not been transferred to the State Treasurer.12

The county treasurer shall make payment to the claimant from the13

undistributed motor vehicle taxes of the taxing unit where the14

tax money was originally distributed.

regulating the registration or operation of vehicles or the use of8

the highways;9

(2) To make arrests upon view and without warrant for10

any violation committed in their presence of any of the provisions11

of the Motor Vehicle Operator’s License Act, the Motor Vehicle12

Registration Act, the Nebraska Rules of the Road, or any other law13

regulating the operation of vehicles or the use of the highways, if14

and when designated or called upon to do so as provided by law;15

(3) To make arrests upon view and without warrant for16

any violation committed in their presence of any provision of the17

laws of the state relating to misdemeanors or felonies, if and when18

designated or called upon to do so as provided by law;19

(4) At all times to direct all traffic in conformity with20

law or, in the event of a fire or other emergency or in order to21

expedite traffic or insure safety, to direct traffic as conditions22

may require notwithstanding the provisions of law;23

(5) When in uniform, to require the driver of a vehicle24

to stop and exhibit his or her operator’s license and registration25
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card issued for the vehicle and submit to an inspection of1

such vehicle and the license plate or plates and registration2

card thereon and to require the drivers of motor vehicles to3

present such vehicles within five days for correction of any4

defects revealed by such motor vehicle inspection as may lead the5

inspecting officer to reasonably believe that such motor vehicle6

is being operated in violation of the statutes of Nebraska or the7

rules and regulations of the Director of Motor Vehicles;8

(6) To inspect any vehicle of a type required to be9

registered under the Motor Vehicle Registration Act in any public10

garage or repair shop or in any place where such vehicles are held11

for sale or wrecking;12

(7) To serve warrants relating to the enforcement of13

the laws regulating the operation of vehicles or the use of the14

highways;15

(8) To investigate traffic accidents for the purpose16

of carrying on a study of traffic accidents and enforcing motor17

vehicle and highway safety laws; and18

(9) To operate weighing stations and portable scales and19

to perform carrier enforcement powers and duties prescribed in20

sections 60-1301 to 60-1309.21

Carrier enforcement officers appointed to the carrier22

enforcement division before July 20, 2002, shall have the powers23

and duties prescribed in sections 60-1301 to 60-1309.24
